We arrived at Madeira on the 12th of Decens- 
ber following, where the Captain, being deſirous 
to oblige me, gave me Leave, of his own Accord, 
to buy two Pipes of Madeira Wine for my , own 


Account, and permitted me to ſtow it in the 


Ship's Hold, Freight free, for India. 1 

It was much about this Time, that, happen- 
ning once to fall into a Converſation about the 
Frolicks of our younger Days ; the Captain, a- 
mongſt others, was diverting us with ſome 
Account of his juvenile Pranks, and told us, 
laughing, that he had been ſo unmercifully 
handled by an old Rogue of a School-maſter, 
that, ever ſince, the very Sight of a Latin Book 
was almoſt enough to throw him into a Sweat.
